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T H E AJAR! LIBRARY s WHAT * S NEW

First off, I would like to say that the latest 
A.N.A.L.Q.8, disk (July/August 1987) has finally arrived. 
It is now available for those that wish to purchase a copy. 

The disk of the month September) is a Utility disk 
(#18.0), The disk contains several Print Shoo utility 
programs, including an icon graphics dump program. Also on 
the disk is a file copying program which allows several 
files to be copied at once. 

Two other programs available on Utility 18,0 are basic 
programs, one will increase typing speed when entering 
BASIC programs. The other program is a Hi-ftesdution 
Screen dump for the OKI -MATE 10 printer. It loads 
uncompressed picture files and dumps them in Black k white. 

Another disk which has been added to the library is 
called "ACTION! RUNTIME LIBRARY", It allows Action: 
programs to be run without the Action cartridge. The disk 
contains documentation, source codes, along with necessary 
utilites,

OLD FLOPPY DISK DANGER!! 

Important information stored on floppy disks can be 
LOST if it isn't copied to another disk at least every 18 
sonths . The TRAP is that the aagnetic oxide used to • coat 
these floppy disks begin to deteriorate in two years af 
less froa the tiae it aas applied to the disk. The only 
alternative to this prograa is of course to transfer the 
data to a hard disk that isn't prone to deterioration. 


Sobs users of the XM3Q1 aodea are experiencing 
probleas booting progress with the aodea connected to their 

CDaputer. The problea is with the combination of certain 

1050 drives and the XM301 aodea in that it takes 

excessively long to load. Only a ssall nuaber of 1050's 
have this problea, so don't worry about it too auch if you 
are looking at buying a XM30I. i'n sre Atari has, or soon 
will fix the bug. The following is a fix for the probiei 
provided by Atari Canada and should not be atteapted if you 
have not run into a problea or don t have the proper 

experience to do this type of work, 
mtfHNQTE; This fix i_s not an official Atari upgrade. 
I£ you do it ' s at your own risk, ******* 


To correct the booting problea, you will require three 
470 ohi resistors, soie solder, soldering iron, wire 
cutters, and a Phillips screwdriver, 

1. Open the XH301 Nodes and resove the RGB 

asseably. 


2. Locate the area where the cable is 
attached to the board, The wires will be labeled wi iL 
nuabers. Soae aodeas will have these contacts coated w 

a sealant, fieaove the sealant carefully with your tinge, 
knife, or screwdriver. 

3. Desolder the lines labelled 3, 9, 13, 
and pull the wires through the board. REMEMBER WHICH HERE 
GOES INTO WHICH HOLE. Better yet, label them with a piece 
of tape. 

4. Install each of the three 470 ohm 
resistors into each open hole. Rush the resistors ail the 
way in, leaving thee standing upward. 

5. Trie the excess wire extending through 
the bottos of the board and solder the resistor in place. 

6. Attach the designated wires close to the 
tops of the resistors, solder the* in place and trim the 
excess wire off the resistor. 

7. Be sure that none of the resistors or 
wires touch each other, 

8. Put the aodea back together.
